The successful termination yes- 
terday of the transatlantic flight 
of the Graf Zeppelin was on the 
eighteenth anniversary of the 
first attempt to cross the Atlantic 
by. dirigible, which” = ended 
in a tragedy. . 

On Oct, 15, 1910, the 228-foot 
dirigible America statted from 
Atlantic City, N. J.; with Walter 
Wellman. of Chicago in command 
of a crew of five,~_— : 

Engine trouble caused the crew 
to abandon the aircraft three days 
later, when they. "were rescued by 
the ‘Royal Mail steamship Trent 
about 450 miles east of Cape Hat- 
teras.. 

The dirigible, which had been up 
nearly seventy hours, had  cov- 
ered 850 miles in its wanderings 
after being blown off its course. 

It was just four years ago yes- 
terday; on Oct..15,. 1924, that: the 
Los Angeles reached ‘Lakehurst 
on her tyip from Germany, piloted

ZEPPELIN COVERING COTTON 


60,000 Square Yards Used for the 
Outer Envelope and Gas Cells. 


The long silvery envelope of the 
Graf Zeppelin, looking as stanch 
and substantial as if formed of 
metal, is in reality made of cotton, 
it was pointed out yesterday after 
the vessel landed. 

Sixty thousand square yards of 
cotton were used in making the outer 
ervelope and the thirty gas cells in- 
side it. Twenty thousand yards of 
this amount were used in the outer 


envelope. The fabric weighs. three 
ounces per square yard and is woven 
52 inches in width.in order to mini- 
mize 
seams. 

The cotton was treated with a cel- 
tulose preparation. to shrink it tight 
after it was fitted over the metal 
skeleton of the ship, then covered 
with aluminum nt to waterproof 
it and ‘deflect ‘the sun’s: rays. The 
gas cells are pasa: of a lighter 
weight of cotton and lined with gold- 
beater’s skin to make’ them imper- 
meable.

The great war brought 
into bold relief the utter depen- 
dence of nations upon ‘forei 
trade. One of the major strategies 
of that hour was to crush the 
enemy by depriving him of foreign 
trade and therefore of supplies of 
material and foodstuffs which were 
vital to his existence. 

Trade in its true sense is not 
commercial war; it is vital mutual 
service. The volume of world trade 
depends upon prosperity. In fact, 
it ows from peouper’ty. Every 
nation loses by the poverty: of an- 
other. Every nation gains by the 
prosperity of another. Our pros- 
perity in the United States has en- 
abled us.in eight years to make 
enormous increases in the pur- 
chase of goods from other nations. 
These increasing purchases have 
added prosperity and livelihood to 
millions of people abroad. And 
their prosperity, in turn, has en- 
abled them to increase the amount 
of goods they can buy from us. 

Realizing these essentials, one of 
the first acts of the . Republican 
Administration vrhen we came into 
power seven and a half years ago, 
confronted as we were by millions 
of unemployed, _ was devise 
mecsures to vigorously restore and 
exvand our foreign trade.

Says Democrats Would Lower the Tariff 


One of the most important eco- 
omic issues of this campaign is 
the protective tariff. The Repub- 
lican Party has for seventy years 
supported a tariff designed to give 
adequate ‘protection to American 
Iabor, American industry and the 
American farm against foreign 
competition. 

Our opponents, after seventy 
years of continuous: opposition to 
this Republican’ doctrine, now seek 
to convince, the American people 


that they have nothing to fear from 
tariff revision at their hands, The 
Democratic platform states that 
they will revise the duties to a 
basis of ‘‘effective competition.”’ 
They did this once before. When 
the Underwood Tariff bill was in- 
troduced to Congress in 1913 the 
Democratic Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House presented it to 
nf country ab a ‘‘competitive tar- 

That measure was surely not ‘a 
protective tariff. It greatly re- 
duced the tariffs on American 
manufactures and it removed al- 
most the whole protection of the 
agricultural industry. The compe- 
tition which it provided was com- 
petition with foreign wages and 
standards of living. 

The Democratic tariff was sub- 
jected: to test for only a few 
months prior to the outbreak of the 
war. Those few months showed the 
beginnings of disaster in both in- 
dustry and agriculture. The _— 
duction of goods abroad competing 
with our goods ceased during the 
war and tariff.rates became rela- 
tively unimportant.

Tariff Protecting New England Textiles 


No tariff act is perfect. With 
the shifting of economic tides some 
items may be higher than neces- 
sary, but undoubtedly some are too 
low. This is particularly true so 
far as. New England is concerned. 

New England has many protected 
industries. One important branch 
of them, the cetton and! wool in- 
dustries, have not for the past 
few years been, in.a. satisfactory 
condition. They. comprise ‘about -26 
per cent. of New England’s indus- 
trial life. Their depressed-condi- 
tion has not been peculiar to. New 
England. The same situation has 
prevailed throughout the world 
and is due largely to the same fac- 
tors, style changes, production in 
new areas and decided changes in 
the trends of consumption. 

There has been less hardship in 
the United States than abroad, and 
that fact has been due to the par- 
tial protection afforded in the 
tariff against inundations of for- 
bay t= goods. .

Ivspoke -a few minutes: a of 
loans -which: our citizens’ eto 
foreign countries. It is an essen- 
tial part of the sound expansion of 
our foreign trade that we should 
interest ourselves in the develop- 
ment of backward or crippled coun- 
tries by means of loans from our 
surplus capital. They bring bless- 
ings both to the lender and the 
borrower. 

Whet?, we’ make a loan abroad, 
the’ amount of that loan is not or- 
dinarily. exported in gold, but in 
pods or_ services, either directly or 
ndirectly, Most of them find their 
way out of our coun in the form 
of farm products, of machinery, 
pliant equipment and supplies pur- 
chased of us. We receive the first 
benefit in markets for our farmers 
and for the making of these goods, 
and’ that’ gives additional employ- 
ment to our people. The borrower 
receives the second benefit be- 
cause the installation of American 
machinery and ecuinment, whether 
it be railways, power plants, har- 
vesting machinery or writers, 
brings greater productivity to the 
receiving country. Its prosperity is 
thus increased and the whole world 
trade benefits. 

Some of this new industrializa- 
tion abroad may result in occa- 
sional competition with items here 
and there in our export trade, but 
the broad, general results of world 
betterment are es I have stated 
them. If foreign loans are applied 
to constructive development in for- 
e'on lands, and if they are provid- 
ed from capital beyond that which 
we require for our own needs. then 
they are: necessarily beneficial. 

Two assertions have been made 
in connection with our war debts 
and foreign trade that merit a 
word. The first is the one I re- 
ferred to before, that tariff pre- 
vents the imports of neces- 
sary to repay interest and capital 
upon these loans, the second 
is that these:payments must be ulti- 
mately made on and that 
these, goods will some day replace 
the output of our factories and 
reduce the employment of our 
workmen. This latter argument 
has been vigorously put forward as 
a reason for canceling our war 
debts. I deny its practical validity. 

The..whole .of weight which 
I have applied tothe fallacy that 
the protéctive tariff ruins our ex- 
port trade applies: equally to this 
matter, As I have said, the tariff 
can affect but a-small percentsge 
of the buying power of foreign 
countries.

I believe in 
efficiency and integrity in govern- 
ment, I favor economy in govern- 
ment.

I am for the best method 
which can accomplish this result, 
always bearing in mind that the 
State’s, ownership of these great 
natural resources shall remain in- 


violate. To that end, immediately 
after my election I shall appoint a 
committee of experts of a gyros 
tisan character to submit a 
which will best vo al all 
interests of the people. 

The total development of the water 
power resources.in this. State will 
displace 40,000,000 tons of ‘coal a 
year and release for other purposes 
one third of the freight cars now 
employed in carrying coal. The 
development in the St. Lawrence 
alone’ would displace 10,000,000 tons 
of coal and would bring to the 
State of New York $1, ,000 
of business enterprise. It will keep 
in the State of New York those 
business enterprises. which are 
about to move out because of a 
lack of cheap power and, converse- 
ly, it will bring into our State vari- 
ous manufacturing concerns which 
are eagerly awaiting development 
of hone power here. It will make 
the State of New York independent 
of any other State by furnishing 
a substitute for the use of coal. 

It will light the streets ;it will gen- 
erate power for the use of street 
railways—light and heat the houses 
of the farmers, and in many ways 
offer.a substitute for labor which is 
fast leaving the farm. 

There would be 2,400,000 horse 
power capable of development in 
the international section of the St. 
Lawrence and an estimated poten- 
tial Ye at roe of 500, to 

,000 horse power at Niagara. 

"Utilization of this water power 
would give an annual yield of an 
income of many millions of dollars 
for the State of New York. In the 
St. Lawrence alone, it would mean 
an income of $5,000,000 per annum. 
Instead of helping to pay taxes, not 
one cent of vert ave ge e income is 
collected. Ind ial manufactur- 
ing enterprises are moving to the 
South, where low-priced power and 
cheap labor and. taxation make 
competition alarming. 

The development in the St. Law- 
rence will bring closer relations 
with Canada and will be a long 
em, in the direction of a commer- 
cial copartnership with the Domin-

MR. HOOVER ON FOREIGN TRADE 


Secretary HOOVER made in Boston 
last night a protectionist speech shot 
through with free-trade ideas. For 
he again declares foreign commerce 
to have become an indispensable ele- 
ment in our.national existence. No 
advocate of umrestricted commer- 
cial exchanges between nations ever 
stated the case more pointedly than 
does Mr. Hoover. Here are a few of 
his words: 

Our whole standard of life would 
be paralyzed and much oz the joy 
of living destroyed if we were de- 
nied sufficient imports. * * * In 
fact, the whole structure of our ad- 


vancing civilization would crumbie. | 
and the great mass of menkind |

@reat war brought into bold relief 
the utter dependence of rations 
upon foreign trade. 

Such sentiments, and more like 
them could be extracted from Mr. 
HOOVER'S speech, show with what dif- 
ficulty and how imperfectly he has 
assimilated the doctrines of Ameri- 
can protectionism. From HENRY C. 
Carey to NELSON DINGLEY the ortho- 
dox view of the high tariff was that 
it was intended to-prevent foreign 
trade, and was a failure if it did 
not. The wish was said to have been 
expressed by the author of the Ding- 
ley tariff that the Atlantic were a 
sea of fire absolutely to burn up all 
foreign goods headed for our shores. 
Yet Mr. HOOVER can speak compla- 
cently of the fact that last year im- 
ports to the amount of $1,250,000,000 
“ came in over the tariff wall.” Ac- 
cording to the tenets of pure and 
ideal protection, those goods should 
have been seized on the dock for a 
“holocaust.” But» Mr. HOOVER de- 
sires imports of the right kind in 
increasing volume, and glories in his 
new-fangled protection as not being 
inconsistent with a ‘great expansion 
of our foreign trade, coming and 
going. Such a view would have been 
regarded ‘as extremely ‘heretical by 
the American protectionists of sev- 
enty ‘years ago, from whom Mr. 
Hoover professes. to have learned 
his lesson; put who would have been 
shocked ‘to: hear his free-trade theo- 
ries masquerading under the name 
of “the American system” and

The acclamation with which the 
safe arrival of the Count Zeppelin 
in this country has been greeted and 
the tributes which will be paid both 
privately and officially to the com- 
manders of the giant dirigible are 
as deserved as they are spontaneous, 
What is celebrated is, in the first 
place, a great engineering triumph 
of construction, and, in the second, a 
fine feat of navigation. Skillfully 
laying a course to avoid headwinds 
and threatened storms, the Zeppelin 
lengthened her course, and extended 
her time in the air, longer than had 
been planned. Her voyage was also 
marked: by a daring piece of repair

DOUBTFUL NORTH AND SOUTH. 


It. has. been several days. since 
Governor SMITH went to Virginia 
and North Carolina, which haven't 
gone Republican since the carpet- 
baggers were runout, But the Re- 
publican newspapers and campaign 
Managers have not yet recovered 
from the sensation. They. have 
pointed out in what a desperate case 
the South must be to have called 
for a visit fromthe Democratic 
Presidential candidate. Some of 
them have even said that the jour- 
ney to Richmond and Raleigh meant 
that the Democratic battle was lost 
in the entire South. 

As they write and recast their 
electoral tables to staggering Re- 
publican totals, what are the sounds 
that come from the North? Whose 
voice is saying: “It is critical to 
“the Republican Party..that. it 
“should be supported: by. this pillar 
“of Republicanism”? Where are 
the words being said? Well, the 
voice is that of HERBERT Hoover; the 
town, of all towns, is Springfield; 
and the State, of all States, is Mas- 
sachusetts. WoopROW WILSON had 
a plurality there in 1912, but the 
combined vote of TAFT and ROOSE- 
VELT was far greater than that cast 
by his party. 

If the. visit of SMITH to. Virginia 
and: North Carolina was an act of 
desperation, what does the visit of 
Hoover to Massachusetts portend? 
Exactly the same thing, and in 
neither case is it desperation. The 
truth is—and only the party organs 
and managers won’t admit it—that 
in this most confused of campaigns 
nearly every State is doubtful. Some 
Democratic States are showing 
signs of flopping and some Repub- 
lican States are showing the same 
Signs. Utah and Vermont and Mis- 
sissippi may all three be safe. But 
beyond that the wiser prophets are 
unwilling to go. 


AIDING YOUNG MUSICIANS. 


Young musicians have always 
had a hard strugzle to make them- 
Selves’ Known. Rather less than 
other ambitious would-be artists do 
they talk darkly of their art as in- 
spired. Many second-rate writers, 
for example, make much of the 
travail of spirit which accompanies 
composition. Singers, pianists, vio- 
linists and all the rest of the musi- 
cal fraternity, whether established 
or only setting out to scale the 
peaks, do not bring the mystery of 
inspiration into.their work, They 
are frank in confessing that it re- 
quires patient, persevering effort. 
But after years of plodding the 
grand attempt is still to be made. 
They must make a formal début in 
concert, so that New York critics 
may write those notices which are 
so important if the musician is to 
get engagements in other cities. 

Not many young musicians have 
$1,000 which can be easily spent on 
a début. However, it must some- 
how be arranged, and friends. and 
relatives chip in. It sometimes 
happens..that several concerts are 
given on the same date, and the 
critics and their assistants put in a 
very busy evening trying: to hear a 
part of each one.’ In these circum- 
stances the ‘beginner is usually given 
less attention than” well-known art- 
ists. He may, be a..talented and 


well-trained performer, deserving of | 


thoughtful criticism, but’ he \has. to 
take his chances of a hearing when 
competition. is keen. 

To group several beginners on 
one program is part of a new plan 
for making things easier for young 
musicians, The National Music 
League and the National Broadcast- 
ing Company are uniting to relieve 
both the financial strain and the!

Hungary’s brief experience with

of Soviet rule, apparently did not 
loosen the hold of the monarchic 
idea. It was notable even from the 
beginning that the rural population 
of Hungary was as much devoted 
to the monarchy as were the nobles. 
Only the middle classes in Budapést 
and a few of the towns were anx- 
ious to cast off the rule of kings for 
all time. But Hungary’s neighbors, 
supported ‘by the great Powers of 
Europe, discouraged efforts to re- 
store the monarchy lest the flames 
of unrest might be kindled through- 
out Central Europe. In particular 
did they object to the restoration of 
any member of the Hapsburg fam- 
ily. The reason was that the hold of 
the HAPsBURGS over the old Austro- 
Hungarian Empire was great. It 
was often said that the person of 
the Emperor—and this was particu- 
larly true of the late FRANZ JOSEPH 
—was. the sole unifying factor in 
the otherwise disjointed agglomera- 
tion of peoples that constituted the 
dual monarchy. 

Although there is no longer so 
great: a danger. from the restora- 
tion of a Hapsburg, it is doubtful 
whether the nations of Europe will 
yet sanction it. The formal opening 
of an election to the kingship would 
be certain to stir up violent animosi- 
ties in Hungarian public life. So it 
would not be surprising to learn that 
after due deliberation the Hungarian 
Government will postpone the elec- 
tion to a distant date.

Exemptions 
claimed by Mr. Sinclair in ‘his re- 
turn amounted to “1.710.000, accord- 
ing to Mr. Todarelli. One of the 
items making up this sum was 
$1,325.000 alleged to be losses in 
operating the Selah Mining Com- 
pany. Mr. Siegel wants to discover 
how this loss occurred, with the 
view evidently of showing that the 
exemption was not proper.

Bert Hassell and Parker Cramer, 
co-pilots of the monoplane Greater 
Rockford, which came down.on the 
Sukkertoppen ice arm near Mount 
Evans, Greenland. last Summer on 
the second leg oftheir attempted 
flight from Rockford, Ill., to Stock- 
holm, arrived yesterday on the Scan- 
dinavian-American liner Frederik 


In’ spite’ of ‘the ‘fact’ that Hassel) 
still limped from frostbites received 
while crossing 100.miles of.ice to the 
camp of Professor Hobbs; he an- 
nounced that both he and Cramer 
were anxious to try the flight again, 
and intended to if they could. get 
financial backing. 

“The most feasible, safe, and: éco- 
nomical commercial air route from 
the United States to Europe will be 
across Greenland and Iceland,’’ he 
said. ‘‘There is no fog, and we 
found good flying weather even after 
we were forced down by lack of 
fuel. If we had flown-by way of 
Newfoundland, we would now be at 
the bottom of the ocean.’ 


Delegation Meets Fliers. 

The two fliers arrived early. They 
were met by Mayor Burt Allen of 
Rockford, Seymour. P, Danzig, rep- 
resenting Mayor Walker; Mrs. Fan- 
nie’ Cremer and Mrs. H. M. Reist, 
Cramer’s mother and sister,: respec- 
tively; L. H. Fredericks, editor of 
The Rockford Morning Star, and a 
group of Rockford citizens, whe 
boarded the liner at Quarantine from 
the municipal tug Manhattan. 

Mrs. Hassell and their two sons, 
John, 5 years old, and Victor, 3, 
boarded the liner at Hailfax. She 
made the trip to New York with her 
husband. 

When the vessel reached the pier 
Hassell and Cramer were transferred 
te the Manhattan, aboard which they 
went to the Batterv. A crowd of 
about 3,000 gathered, some of its 
members apparently thinking they 
were from the Graf Zeppelin. They 
were then driven to the City Hall, 
where they were veleomed bv Act- 
ing Mayor Joseph McKee, who. pre- 
sented gold medals to them in ac- 
knowledgment of their accomplish- 
ment. 

Thanking him, Hessell said they 
were glad to be back. 

“We regret, though,”’ he said, ‘‘that 
we didn’t accomplish our obiect, but 
instead only caused a lot of trouble 
and worry.”’ 


Will See the President. 


The two fliers gave a graphic ac- 
count of their trip across Greenland. 
They told of wading through icy 
rivers and fighting their way over 
mountains. Once, according to Cra- 
mer, they became separated, and 
this added to their ‘other difficulties. 

Their greatest hardships, they said. 
came from mosquitos and lack of 


‘ood, 

“If it had not been for the Eskimos, 
i” would have been lost,’’ said Has- 
sell. 

The two men left Cochran. Ontario, 
on Aug. 18, and, flying through a 
storm area with adverse winds that 
had velocities up to seventy-five 
miles an hour, remained in the air 
about twenty-three and one-half 
hours. 

From New York they have gone to 
Washington. where thev will be re- 
ceived by President Coolidee. and 
from there they will «> to Chicezo. 
They will go to Rockford on a spe- 
cial train. and their arrival will be 
celebrated by a holiday.

By acts of Congress Jan. 81, 1928, and 
April 26, 1928, the issuing of writs of error 
by this Court was abolished and such cases 
are now made reviewable by appeal, but 
under the same restrictions and limitations 
as formerly required on writs of error. To 
meet the legislative changes in this and 
other respects new rules were adopted and 
made effective July 1, 28. In order to 
prevent baseless appeais for which there is 
no jurisdiction, before they are reached for 
hearing, appellant is required to file a 
printed statement, disclosing the basis upon 
which jurisdiction of the appeal is asserted, 
including the statutory provisions on which 
it is based, the pertinent pages of the rec- 
ord, the nature of the case and other specif- 
ications required by the rule. The appellee 
is given time in which to file an opposing 
statement. the second motion day after 
the expiration of the period for filing the 
statements as fixed in the rule, they are to 
be submitted by the clerk to the Court. 

If the Court finds that the statements 
indicate robable jurisdiction, an entry 
showing this will be made in each case. 
Should the Court find that a is no show- 
ing of jurisdiction by appeal, the case will 
be dismissed, If the appea! is from a fina! 
judgment er decrees of a State court, and 
under section 287(c) the would-be appellant 
is entitled to have his appeal treated as a 
petition. for certiorari, the Court ‘will con- 
sider the petition and make proper order
